WORLD PEACE 
LOOMS BRIGHT 
SAYS GENEVA 


British Labor Plan Said 
to Be Nearing 
Reality

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Despatches 
from Geneva to the New York Times 
report that the British Labor govern- 
ment is envisaging announcement at 
the League of Nations assembly ses- 
sion in September of its acceptance of 
the general act for compulsory peace- 
ful settlement of all disputes under 
the world court. 

This step is the outgrowth of signa~- 
ture by all the British dominions of 
the so-called “optional clause,” bind- 
ing them to accept compulsory juris- 
diction of the court. Australia's in- 
strument of ratification to the op- 
tional clause, the last of the Empire's, 
was deposited Tuesday. 

Rt. Hon, Arthur T. Henderson, for- 
eign secretary, is safd already to have 
opened consultations with the Do- 
minions for simultaneous signature of 
the general act in September, in the 
same w.. that they signed the op- 
tional clause last year, 

Thirty states, or more than half the 
League's membership, have now sign- 
ed the optional clause, but only three 
have bound themselves by the general 
act. These are Belgium, Denmark and 
Norway. The French chamber of 
deputies approved it in Jane, but the 
senate has not yet acted. .

The Ventura, which made a 700- 
mile dash to the Tahiti arid snatched 
her human cargo from the face of a 
threatening sea just before the doom- 
ed vessel went down, arrived here yves- 
terday afternoon and departed last 
night amid the tumultous cheers of all 
Pago Pago. 

The air lanes were cwamped with 
messages of thanks and congratula-/| 
| tions for Captain W. R. Meyer and) 

the crew of the Ventura, a banquet) 
was given to hail rescuers and rescued. | 

First Assistant Engineer Thompson | 
of the Tahiti also was hailed as a 
hero. | 

Every signal station in the harbor 
Spelled out “well done” in interna- 
tional code flags, as the Ventura ap- 
proached. Every available whistle and/ 
other noise maker in Pago Pago was 
brought into play to greet the ship. 

Captain Congratulated ; 

The cool-headedness of Captain A 
H. Toten of the Tahiti and his crew 
came if for large measures of praise 
For three days fear held sway on the 
stricken liner and twice it appeared 
she was about to go down with all 
hands. but there was no disturbance 
The Ventura effected the rescue less 
than three hours before the Tahiti 
disappeared beneath the waves 

The 700-mile dash of the Ventura 
was believed to have been the longest 
of its kind on record. She turned 
about, raced through virtually un- 
charted seas, making seventeen knots 
under forced draft through rough 
water and arrived alongside the sink- 
ing s in forty-seven hours 

All hands, passengers, luggage. mail 
and a consignment of gold were taken 
aboard. Everyone escaped without a 
scratch. Two women who fainted were 
treated by sbip’s physicians. 

Sir Hugh Allen, director of the

THE TREATMENT OF PERITONITIS 


An attack of peritonitis begins with great pain over the abdomen with 
chills and rigor. The abdominal muscles are rigid. The patient avoids ob- 
dominal breathing and lies on the back with the knees drawn up. Vomiting 
occurs early and is violent. The pulse is fast, from 110 to 150. The tempera- 
ture is high. The patient may show symptoms of 
collapse from general poisoning. As long as the cavity 
is able to enclose the toxins the eollapse may nut de- 
velop, but when they begin to seep into the lym- 
phatics and are distributed over the body, a toxic 
poisoning results. The face is sharp and bony, the 
expression anxious, the eyes sunken, and the patient 
is mentally distressed. These conditions usually indi- 
cate a fatal case unless the disease is recognized and 
the right treatment used immediately

The most extensive blaze is 30 miles 
east of Lac La Ronge, at Nunn Lake, 
where between five and six townships 
of charred jackpine and poplar raise 
their blackened forms above the scene 
of desolation. No effort is being made 
by the scores of tired fire-fighters to 
stem the onward sweep of the hun- 
gry flames except to protect areas in 
which timber is of better quality. 

The other major outbreaks, being 
battled by 175 additional men to the 
regular forest service, are in the far 
North Churchill River country. The 
first 
Tie La Crosse, has ravaged approxim- 
ately 42 square miles of pulpwood 
stands, and the second, at Frog Port- 
age, 50 miles northwest of Pelican 
Narrows, consists of five smaller fires 
blazing forestry in a small pulpwood 
area.

INTERRUPTION 
NOT SERIOUS 


Rumors of Breaks 
Exaggerated 


Denying rumors which have been 
| widely circulated in the city, Fire 
Chief Albert Dutton, in conjunction 
with J. W. Turner, city waterworks 
superintendent, submitted reports to 
Commissioner David Mitchell in re- 
gard to recent interruptions to the 
water supply, the ser’ousness of which 
the rumors are said to have ex- 
aggerrated. 

The fire chief stated that while the 
fluctuations in the water pressure re- 
cently, as a result of trouble at the 
power plant caused principally by the 
Calgary Power Company's transmis- 
sion line, were regrettable, they were 
not a serious hindrance to the oper- 
ation of the fire department or fire 
protestions as they were all of short 
duration. 

Last month six interruptions to 
service occurred, the longest being 
about 15 minutes before pressure was 
normal. The majority of fluctwations 
were about three of four minutes in 
duration. 

Comm '‘ssioner Mitchell also received 
a verbal report from W. J. Cunning- 
ham, power and street railway super- 
intendent, who stated that at the 


power demand was supplied by the 
Calgary Power Company's hydro plant 
and Ghost River and 40 per cent by 
the steam plant.

Born On Feb. 2, 1850 

George Kennedy was one of a fam- |

He was born on the original home- 
stead at St. Andrews Rapids, Red 
River Settlement, on February 2, 1850, | 
and was educated at the Parish schoo! 
by Rev. W. Kirkby. At the age of 19 
young Kennedy entered the service of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, and fared 
forth to the Peace River country It 
was while he was at Fort Hackett, on 
the head waters of the Yukon in the 
Mackenzie River district that he first 
met his wife, Maria Pruden, gran- 
daughter of J. P. Pruden, Chief Factor | 
at Fort Augustine, which he later re- | 
named Fort Edmontun after his old 
home near London, England 

At different times during his ser- 
vice with the company Mr. Kennedy | 
was in charge of posts at Grande 
Prairie, Fort St. Johns, Hudson's Hope 
and Fort Smith at the time when 
these were isolated outposts of the big 
trading company.
